and with the approval of Judge Kick- 
ham Scanlan. Lack of evidence caused |

Satisfied of Good Faith. 
The Crime commission announced it 
was satisfied of the good faith of the 
state’s attorney’s office and of Judge 
Scanan, but called attention to the 
fact that both Gloriana and Moretti 
are under sentence for robbery, bur- 
glary, and carrying concealed weapons. 
The former was sentenced to Pontiac .
